the

organization confined its activities 
to primaries and that the latter 
financed itself through individual 
contributions. 
Replying in a letter dated Sept. 
23 and made public yesterday to a 
written 
complaint 
from 
Sen. 
Moore (R ) of Oklahoma, the attor­ 
ney general based his findings on 
these main point*: 
“ It seems clear that so long as 
the CIO Political Action Commit­ 
tee confines its activities to pri­ 
m l y campaigns and political con­ 
ventions, it did not violate this 
(corrupt practices! statute." 
“ There can be no illegality un­ 
der section 313 of the federal cor­ 
rupt practices act, as amended by 
the Smith-Connally act, unless a 
contribution is made by a labor or­ 
ganization; in the absence of that 
fact the penalties either to the one 
who makes the contribution or the 
one who receives it.” 
Stayed W ithin Lim it 
On Sen. Moore’s contention that 
the Hatch act had been violated 
by 
contributions 
amounting 
to 
more than 15.000, Mr. Biddle wrote 
that his investigation showed that 
the PA C had 
stayed 
within the 
limit of each contribution to a can­ 
didate or committee. 
He added that provisions of the 
law apply only “ when in fact real 
contributions are made to particu­ 
lar political committees and candi­ 
dates” . 
To support a conclusion that the 
Hatch act had been violated, he 
said, it must be assumed “ that a 
union or a corporation commits a 
felony if it merely sets up on its 
books a fund allocated to political 
purposes, even though the fund is 
in fact never used in the manner 
prohibited by statute” . 
The attorney general disagreed 
with Sen. Moore’s contention that 
the financing method adopted by 
the National Citizens PA C “ is a 
mere technical effort expressly de­ 
signed for the purpose of attempt­ 
ing to evade” provisions of the cor­ 
rupt practices act. He said the fi­ 
nancing system appears to him de­ 
signed to comply 
with 
both the 
letter and spirit of the law. 
Point Called ‘Irrelevant’ 
“ Any other construction of the 
statute would require me to as­ 
sume that the congress intended 
to place the persons who belonged 
to labor organizations or who hold 
stock in national hands, or in cor­ 
p o r a te s organized by authority 
of federal law. under a special dis­ 
ability ami to deny them a privilege 
that belongs to all other citizens.''

called

Sen. 
Moore's 
point 
that 
the National 
Citisens PA C was organized by the 
sam* personnel as the original PA C 
group and had the same address. 
On the senator's contention that 
fund-soliciting committees of union 
members “ are as much a labor or­ 
ganisation as a union organization 
itself” , Mr. Biddle said the Rmith- 
Connally act defines “ labor organ­ 
izations” in the language of the na 
tional labor relations act. 
He said the N LK H would not 
recognize such committees are bar­ 
gaining groups. 
The attorney general had taken
